Ideal Theater Explosion 
Blamed on Union Row— 
Another Attempt Fails 


AKRON, O., July 13.—Local theater 
owners are up in the air as a result of 
the wrecking Wednesday night of the 
Ideal Theater by a bomb dropped into 
the ticket booth after the last show 
and an attempt to dynamite the Liberty 
Theater, where a watchman intercepted 
the explosion. 

Half the front of the Ideal Theater was 
lown across the street. The blast and 
the flying wreckage of the building 
smashed windows in houses close to the 
theater and terrorized residents who 
were asleep when the dynamite exploded.

Love 
allesed he had an agreement with the 
defendants, owners of the Alhambra The- 
ater, to supply an orchestra of seven for 
$349 a week, and it was agreed that two 
weeks’ notice would have to be given be- 
fore dismissal of the orchestra. He 
charges that on March 8, 1929, without 
giving the required notice, the defend- 
ants discharged him and his orchestra.

Circus Is Winner 
In License Dispute 


Important Ruling Obtained by Ringling-Barnum in Spo- 
kane—Attempt To Keep Out Shows for 25 Days 
Before Fair Is Called Class Legislation 


SPOKANE, July 15—An important 
ruling, one that is expected to have in- 
f'uence in all parts of the country where 
similar situations have been encountered 
exch season, was handed down by Judge 
Fred Witt in Superior Court last week, 
when the city commissioners were or- 
dered to grant a license for the appear- 
ance of the Ringling Brothers and Bar- 
num & Bailey Circus in this city Au- 
gust 21 

The court order was issued after the 
city commissioners had denied the circus 
a license in accordance with a resolution, 
passed in 1919, which prohibits any cir- 


cus from playing in Spokane at any time 
within the 25-day period preceding the 
Interstate Fair. This resolution, accord- 
ing to Attorney E. M. Connelly, appear- 
ing for the circus, is “class legislation.’ 
Connelly told the court that “the Spo- 
kane Interstate Fair is a private enter- 
prise being operated for private gain and 
the city commissioners have no author- 
ity to prohibit the circus from coming 
to Spokane.” 

On two previous occasions, in 1925 and 
in 1927, the city commissioners waived 
the 25-day resolution and allowed the 
Ringling-Barnum show to play here. 


Government Mediator Enters

NEW YORK, July 15.—A Government 
mediator as a lever to bring Equity and 
the picture producers together with a 
view to effecting a settlement of Equity's 
demands with as little delay as possible, 
entered the campaign Saturday.

To Legit. Road Shows 


Ability To Keep Dramatic Houses Lighted Thruout Seasen 
Expected To Help in Making Public Theater-Minded 


Toward Touring Attractions 


NEW YORK, July 15.—With the Shubert and the Erlanger offices wiring their 


road houses to handle talking pictures, 


they expect that this will work to the 


benefit of legitimate attractions touring their circuits and that the new season 


will see an improvement in road conditions. 


Officials of both booking factions 


predict that the ability to keep their out-of-town theaters lighted thruout the 


full season with the help of the talkies 
will prove the greatest incentive in years 
to legit. attractions. 

They base this prediction on the fact 
that one of the greatest bugaboos to 
the smaller out-of-town manager has 
been his ability to keep his theater 
lighted between bookings. In many 
cases legit. theaters were lighted only a 
few days a month, the result being that 
the public lost interest in the house 
and patronage had to be built up spe- 
cially for each attraction. 

By being able to keep the theaters 
lighted from fall to summer the man- 
agers will be enabled to make the public 
“theater-minded” toward their particu- 
lar house so that when picture bookings 
are interrupted to make way for a legit. 
attraction the latter will have the bene- 
fit of an already built-up patronage. 
Again, the public can be educated far 
ahead, thru the use of screen announce- 
ments, trailers, etc., to an interestgn the 
dramatic and musica] attractions "that 
will play the house. 

Booking officials of both circuits also 
pointed out that of late there has been 
much talk of the poor condition of 
legit. road theaters. Several leading 
Broadway producers have been open in 
blaming the ills of the road on this fact. 
The talkies, it is explained, should play 
@ major part in remedying this condi- 
tion. The ability to keep theaters 
lighted thruout the season means great- 
er profits for the theater operators, thus 
allowing for sufficient income to keep 
the theaters in first-class condition, in- 
stalling modern improvements, employ- 
ing experienced attendants and other- 
wise offering service that will make it 
Possible to compete with the regular pic- 
ture theaters. 

Both the Shubert and Erlanger offices 
say that there will be more touring at- 
tractions sent out in the fall than has 
been the case for several years and they 
are openly optimistic in predicting a 
great improvement in out-of-town legit. 
receipts. 


Blatt To Do Mystery 


NEW YORK, July 13.—Edward A. Blatt 
has acquired a play by Eva Kay Flint and 
Martha Madison entitled Murder in the 
Subway, for production early in the fall 
Rehearsals will begin August 15, and the 
show is scheduled to open cold on Broad- 
way about the middle of September. 

The action 
of the play takes place entirely in a mov- 
ing subway train, and since a very com- 
plicated set is required to give the proper 
effect, the show will not be taken on a 
tryout tour. Blatt & Erskine were last 
repreesnted on Broadway by Harlem.

He will 
also produce Mrs. Moonlight, by Benn 
W. Levy; L’Image, by Denys Amiel, and 
The Notorious Virgin, which has already 
been announced. 

The Ivory Door, Hopkins’ successful 
play of this season, closed at the Charles 
Hopkins Theater Saturday night after 
33 weeks. In the fall the original com- 
pany and a second company are to play 
it on tour. 


Bernard Levy To Do 
10 Shows Next Season 


NEW YORK, July 13.—Bernard Levy, 
producer of Bed Fellows, current at the 
Waldorf Theater here, has completed a 
producing schedule’ for next season 
which includes eight dramatic shows 
and two musicals. Levy says that he 
has effected a tieup with the talking 
pictures whereby all of his productions 
will later be done in pictures for road 
showing. 

His first production will be The Son 
of Lucretai Borgia, a romantic drama 
with music by Edward Elsner, who will 
stage the play. It has already been 
cast and will be ready for Broadway 
opening about August 1 The second 
production will be Yearning, a transla- 
tion from the German play, Hungry 
Heart, by Fritz Stein. It has a cast of 
only four, and Renita Randolph and Bert 
West have been engaged and rehearsals 
will start August 1. The Fast Set, writ- 
ten and to be directed by Edward Elsner, 
will be ready for an early fall opening. 

The fourth on the list is The Little 
Tin God, by Joe Martin, to be followed 
by Beyond Human Power, by Marion 
Gering Milton Wallace will have the 
lead in The Match Maker, by Paul Clark, 
which Levy will do around Thanksgiv- 
ingtime. About the same time he will 
offer a third play by Edward Elsner, 
Pity the Rich, and a play by Mary K. 
Brookes called His Best Bet. Levy also 
intends to produce two musical shows 
early next year.

Morris Gest, Who hed arranged with 
Belasco to sponsor the road tour of the 
production, announced that Miss Ulric 
would continue in the lead Shortly 
afterward she denied that she would 
play the title role on the road.

MeNutt and Robinson Reach 


Agreement Covering “‘First- 
Class Engagements” 


NEW YORK, July 13.—By a special ar- 
rangement reached between Patterson 
McNutt and Edward G. Robinson, George 
Sidney will have the star role in Kibitzer 
when it opens at the Hanna Theater, 
Clevelarid, on August 15. On August 25 
it will go into the Woods Theater, Chi- 
cago, for an indefinite engagement 

A board of arbitration of the American 
Arbitration Association ruled last May 
that Robinson’s contract for the lead 
was good for the run of the play in New 
York and “all other first-class engage 
ments”. According to the claim brought 
by Robinson at that time, he was noti 
fied on May 18 that his services would 
no longer be required on and after June 
1. Robinson contended that according 
to a letter contract with McNutt, it was 
not within the producer’s right to dis- 
miss him. The arbitration board decided 
in favor of Robinson, and McNutt closed 
the show on Broadway rather than con- 
tinue with Robinson in the lead. 

Thomas Kilpatrick, general manager 
for McNutt, said in an interview today 
that McNutt and Robinson have reached 
an agreement by which Robinson is to 
be paid a weekly salary for allowing 
Sidney to play the lead on tour. Most 
of the original Broadway company, which 
included Jacob Katzman, Arthur S. Ross 
and Eugene Powers, will be in the Chi 
cago company. No one has been cast as 
yet for the role played here by Jeanne 
Greene. 

The company is slated to play other 
cities after the close of the Chicago en- 
gagement, and Robinson, who is in Eu- 
rope at the present time, will continue 
to receive the weekly payments as long 
as Sidney plays the role.

A second company of 
Follow Thru is to open in Chicago July 
29, and later in the summer Chicago 
will also get a company of The New 
Moon, which goes in rehearsal this week 
There is also to be a company of Follow 
Thru and a company of The New Moon 
playing on the West Coast, and a com- 
pany of Follow Thru for Boston. A 
smail company will play Good News thru 
the South and another company will 
operate in California. 

Six Shubert musicals will be playing 
outside of New York early in the new 
season. Pleasure Bound will go cn tour 
following its current Chicago engagc- 
ment and Music in May will also take 
to the road again. The Red Robe, 
starring Walter Woolf, opens in St. Louis 
in September, plays the Dallas State Fair 
in October and then goes to the Coast.

It is doubtful if 
the M-G-M guarantee is sufficient to 
cover this, but the Youmans office has 
agreed that in any event it will take care 
of the difference. 

It was not until Saturday noon that 
it was decided that no money was on 
hand to pay salaries. Upon being in- 
formed, Equity immediately commun:- 
cated with the M-G-M office, but was 
unable to get the money because al] the 
officials were out of the city. It was 
announced that the salaries will be paid 
this week. 

Thursday it was announced that the 
show would close Saturday for revisions, 
reopening late in August. It was booked 
to open tonight in Boston, after which 
it was set for the Cosmopolitan Theater 
here. These bookings have been can- 
celed. 

The show has had writing and casting 
trouble ever since it opened in Phila- 
delphia. It had been announced to 
open three different times in New York, 
but in each instance was postponed to 
allow for further revisions.

Several new acts have been 
given a chance to show in recent weeks, 
but these were booked in, from account, 
due to last-minute disappointments of 
acts of proven merit. It is explained by 
a Loew executive that it does not pay to 
use other than standard acts during the 
summer lull, since most of these are 
happy to work for cuts. Many of the 
old Loew standbys work for cuts now as 
per the custom of paying lower salaries 
to acts making return trips over the 
time 

In RKO not as much attention as had 
been expected is being lavished on new 


acts. This is accounted for by the fact 
that not all of the 11 former senior 
houses recently designated as showing 


and break-in stands have remained on 
the books of Charles A. Bierbauer for the 
summer. Most of the houses on this list 
are said to be working under $1,000 
budgets, this to be apportioned among 
from five or six acts. While the big 
time is in earnest about eventually put- 
ting into operation this big string of 
local break-in houses, the assault on the 
booking office of standard acts for dates 
at showing salaries has tended toward 
the delay With good acts of proven 
merit willing to work for small salaries, it 
is seen that untried acts for whom the 
showing string is intended would find it 
difficult to get an in until the new sea- 
son gets going in full sway.

Board 


NEW YORK, July 15.—Garbled reports 
in various trade organs of the recent N. 
V. A. meeting at which Eddie Cantor was 
swept into office, with Henry Chesterfield 
alone remaining from the old slate, have 
given the trade the erroneous impression 
that the change of name and a huge 
membership campaign are a reality. 

This is brought out by an N. V. A. of- 
ficial, who explains that the proposal to 
change National Vaudeville Artists to 
National Variety Artistes was in the form 
of a recommendation to the board of di- 
rectors. The general plan of a member- 
ship campaign to take in all branches 
of the show business was also in the 
form of a recommendation and was by no 
means acted upon thru official channels.

Phillips Clarifies

NEW YORK, July 13.—In what is said 
to be his first official communique to 
the membership body, Phil R. Phillips, 
president of the Actors’ Union of Ameri- 
ca, clarified this week in a closely typed 
two-page statement the “exact standing 
of the organization” and other matters 
of import that have taken place in the 
last several weeks.

He justified his 
al by producing papers showing he 
is an authorized deputy organizer in the 
AAF (White Rats) He added that he 
could not be loyal to the union since it 
had severed its connections with Mount- 
ford’s organization.

Yet he 
persists in his attempts to put this part 
of his work on the same level of atten- 
tion as his stepping. This was particu- 
larly noticeable when he played the ace 
house just about a year ago and it comes 
to one’s attention unpleasantly on this 
occasion when he works with a lithe and 
long-limbed girl, billed as just “Audrey”. 
The rise and fall of appeal of Dixon 
and his apronmate runs parallel with the 
performing of dancing and song gabbing. 
They open with a cute song-talk number, 
But We Do Not Dance. Of all the oral 
bits in the act this alone deserves to be 
retained. To disprove the message of the 
title, Dixon and the girl do some clever 
maneuvers. Dixon tells a story and both 
are on again for song-talking and a quick 
follow-up dance. Dixon does a clever 
stepping burlesque on the Song of the 
Volne Boatmen, followed by Audrey in a 
session of singing and dancing, with the 
forte residing as usual in the latter. 
Dixon also makes a costume change for a 
fast eccentric bit. They bowed off with 
a@ very novel number that is far better 
than anything else in the body of the 
act. The bit has their limbs working in 
contrasting movements. Looks like some- 
thing harder to learn than a star part 
in a show. They encored to great re- 
turns in an exposition of Dixon's five- 
step innovation from Manhattan Mary.

The manner in which Edison and 
Gregory offer their clever routine is ap- 
propriately expressed by the subbilling, 
When We Work We Play.

For Commission 


NEW HAVEN, July 13.—Sylvester Z. 
Poli, New Haven theatrical man, whose 
chain of theaters operating in eight New 
England cities was sold a year ago to 
the Fox Theaters Corporation of New 
York, was vesterday named defendant in 
a 31,300,000 suit’ for commission on the 
sale by Edward P. Egan, a real estate 
broker of Easthampton, Mass., and two 
Springfield brokers. 

Egan and the two who acted with him 
in promoting the sale of Poli’s theater 
property, Pasquale Breglio and James A. 
Mahoney of Springfield, charge that Poli 
retained them to find a purchaser for 
the chain in 1927, with the assurance of 
a just commission if they were success- 
ful. They approached the Fox Corporea- 
tion and they say interested it in buying 
the property, when Poli began dealirgs 
with a third party unnamed he 
brokers were not invited to take part in 
the new deal, which fell thru. Mr. Poli 
then took up the Fox Corporation con- 
nection, which had already been estab- 
lished, but altho the brokers petitioned 
for the right to represent him, they were 
not included in the final arrangements. 

The case, which will come before the 
United States District Court early in 
September, is the second now pending 
against Poli. Austin N. Hancock, of New 
York, brought a similar suit for $1,000,- 
000. Louis M. Sagal, who was general 
manager for Poli, said the charges in the 
latest suit were untrue and would be 
vigorously fought. He denied that any 
brokerage house except the Springfield 
concern, which actually had effected the 
sale, had teen authorized to bring the 
negotiations to an end.

DEAF PATRONAGE 
BY NEW SYSTEM 


NEW YORK, July 15.—The hard of hearing, faced thru talking pictures, with 
being denied the one form of entertainment they could enjoy, are to be taken 


care of by Western Electric and the theater Owners. 


After considerable research 


work to determine the exact number of potential picture customers among the 
hard ef hearing, Western Electric engineers have devised a system which it is 


thought will take care of the problem 
of the deaf 

A system of headphones for theater 
seats in a block in theaters that would 
be specially reserved for the hard of hear- 
ing has been devised, with a special in- 
strument known as a potentiometer, an 
attachment shaped like a fountain pen, 
that is held in the hands of the customer 
to regulate the volume of sound coming 
thru the headphones provided. 

The Paramount, Brooklyn, is the first 
theater to be installed with the special 
W. E. apparatus. A block of seats has 
been set aside, and the theater will 
probably be ready within two weeks to 
entertain hard-of-hearing customers at 
its talkie programs. 

In the nature of an experiment, the 
results of the installation at the Para- 
mount will determine whether the huge 
Publix chain orders similar installations 
for the rest of its theaters, including the 
Paramount on Broadway. 

A special department has been created 
by Western Electric to have jurisdiction 
over the equipment for the deaf, and is 
in charge of Patchen Jones. 

Figures obtained recently in Washing- 
ton show that there are approximately 
15,000,000 deaf people in the United 
States, and that of this number 8,000,000 
are under 21 years of age. To Western 
Electric and the producers, as well as 
the chains, this figure represents a tre- 
mendous loss in patronage if something 
is not done to bring audible pictures to 
them. 

Recent’y the American Federation of 
the Hard of Hearing held its convention 
in Cleveland. Representatives of Western 
Electric attended this convention and 
prepared questionnaires to the 218 dele- 
gates who attended, which it asked them 
to fill out after hearing the new equip- 
ment. The result was 57 per cent good 
reports on the apparatus, it was said.

Western Electric is securing orders 
from cxhibitors throwing out other 


equipment, including the so-called boot- 
leg stuff, and is thus cutting in on the 
wired group that has the apparatus of 
competitors. 

According to C. W. Bunn, general sales 
manager of Electrical Research Products, 
distributor of the W. E. equipment, the 
general complaint of exhibitors signing 
for W. E. after using competitors’ equip- 
ment is that they have not been getting 
the quality reproduction desired 

“When talking pictures were a nov- 
elty,” said Bunn, “the theater owners 
signed up for anything and everything, 
including ‘bootleg equipment’, in an ef- 
fort to get talking pictures for their 
audiences. Anything went in those days, 
but now the big producers are turning 
ont good quality product If the re- 
producing apparatus is not what it 
should be, these well-recorded pictures 

how to poor results and exhibitors 
realize this. Moreover, much of this 
bootleg equipment breaks down, causing 
delays as well as serious setbacks. 

“Our servicing organization watches 
the theaters and equipment more care- 
fuily than any other company. We paid 
$200,000 last year to train servicing 
chgineers and now have 735 in the or- 
ranization to do nothing but check up 
on the equipment and make replace- 
ments of parts, if essential, before a 
breakdown occurs.” 

Bunn said that less than one-tenth of 
one per cent of 60,000 performances 
have been disrupted as a result of break- 
downs, and the work of the servicing 
zroup is 95 per cent prevention, the 
records show 

The motion picture booth operators 
are taking hold nicely, according to 
Bunn, the biggest trouble being to get 
theater owners to provide the proper 

lume in their houses. There has been 
practically no trouble whatever with 
the motors, Bunn added. 

In discussing the newly formed Ex- 
hibitors’ Reliance Corporation, credit 
subsidiary of W. E. to sell equipment to 
exhibitors on time, Bunn declared that 
this organization will have a special de- 
partment to offer constructive assistance 
to its customers, and that every effort 
is to be made to help the exhibitor over 
any cmsis during which he may not be 
able to make his payments. 

The department, it was said, will look 
into the cases individually, investigate 
them and see if something cannot be 
Gone to safeguard the exhibitor’s busi- 
hess and his investment on equipment. 

“There isn't going to be any hard- 
boiled attitude on the part of Ex- 
hibitors’ Reliance.” Bunn declared, “and 
the credit association will not want to 
lind themselves with theaters on their 


hands thru failure of exhibitors to pay 
fol equipment ”

We take losses, 
you know, on some pictures, rather than 
try to stick the exhibitor on the out- 
worn business principle to get him once, 
but get him good 

Lichtman pointed out that no standard 
of price increases as a result of talkies 
had been set, and that it was not im- 
possible that a talkie, even tho costing 
more to make, might be sold for less 
than the o'd silents 

“Flat rentals and percentages will ob- 
tain as in the silent era and prices on 
all pictures will be figured close on the 
basis of quality only,” the distributor 
genius for United Artists declared. We 
cannot estimate how much more Gloria 
Swanson’s first talkie will cost over and 
above what Sadie Thompson brought, 
nor can we judge what any of the pic- 
tures are to get until we have seen 
them. Then they will be sold for what 
we think they are worth—good prices if 
good, not so good if not rating high on 
quality.” 

Production costs with United Artists 
have risen as with all companies making 
talkinz pictures, Lichtman pointed out, 
and will probably get higher, he_added. 

This will, no doubt, mean higher 
rentals until such time as the industry 
has adjusted itself; the entire country 
and world is well wired; the foreign 
situation has been taken care of and 
the sound-on-film or sound-on-disk 
method of recording is adopted. With 
the distributors (all excepting Warner 
Bros.) supplying prin*s on both film and 
disk, the cost not only of production 
but in distribution has necessarily been 
unusually heavy. 

Liahtman expressed the opinion, agree-

In an address last week at a luncheon meeting held in connection with the 


newly formulated plan to endow 
Clayton Hamilton, noted critic, 


“The American theater faces a crisis 
t the present time, and the only way to 
meet it is for various municipalities to 
establish theaters of their own,” declared 
Hamilton. “The only way to restore the 
drama is for Cincinnatians to do it 
themselves,” continued Mr. Hamilton. 
“It would require the concerted action 
of the citizens. Compared to many other 


arts, the theater costs very little. Good 
drama is exsy to buy. 
“Cincinnati is fortunate in already 


having a director around whom a theater 
can be built. A good director is more 
important than an imposing building. 
Stuert Walker has made discoveries of 
world-wide fame. He was the first to 
recognize the genius of Lord Dunsany. It 
is not too much to say that it takes a 
generation to find a director like Stuart 
Walker.” 


In discussing why the American drama 
is facing a decline, Mr. Hamilton ex- 
plained that the dramatic art is confined 
too much to New York, where the au- 


diencés are not typically American. 
“To thrive and progress, the drama 
should appeal to normal American 


citizens leading normal American lives,” 


he n.aintained. 


In conciusion, Mr. Hamilton made 
some practical suggestions as to how 
the prospective company should be or- 
ganized. He recommended fi:st that a 
capital sum be raised and that this be 
augmented by popular subscriptions— 
a plan which probably will be followed. 

The speaker was introduced by Russell 
Wilson, Cincinnati journalist and critic, 
who also called attention to the need 
for a soundly organized theater and the 
influence good drama can have in 
molding the youth of the nation. Mrs. 
Alexander Mathias, associate director of 
the New Orleans Littie Theater, also 
gave a brief talk on the success of the 
movement in that city. 


Present plans call for an endowment 
of $250,C00 for the Stuart Walker Com- 
pany, so the director may proceed with 
his werk unhampered by financial end 
box-office considerations. Officers of the 
organization are R. L. Black, president; 
Mrs. George Dent Crabbe and Edgar 
Friedlander, vice-presidents; Amy Sher- 
lock, treasurer, and Mrs. J. C. Hobart, 
secretary. Shares in the company are 
being sold at $100 each. Everybody in- 
terested in the movement is urged to 
contribute to its support, financially and 
otherwise.

first that we interviewed in an effort 
to ascertain the whys and wherefores of 
their “Back to Burlesque” 


Steppe came into prominence some 15 


years ago as a Hebrew comic in Strouse 
& Franklyn’s Lady Buccancers on the 
old Progressive Circuit, thence onto the 


o'd American Circuit, thence the Colum- 
bia Circuit until its elimination. 

Since then Steppe and Pierce, heading 
their own act in vaudeville, have played 
consistently from Coast to Coast 

Steppe speaking for himself and his 
charming little wife discoursed fluently 
on their joint experience in vaudeville 
with its two, three and four shows daily 

in Office act and as an independent 

Speaking of the changed conditions in 
burlesque and vaudeville Steppe had 
much to say in favor of and against 
both, making what we accepted to be 


logical and practical comparisons of the 


hours spent in vaudeville daily without 
Sundays and in the West daily with Sun- 
days 

Steppe carried us thru his trials, 
troubl and tribulations in securing a 
suitable act for himself and Miss Plerce, 


subsequently in securing a personal rep- 


resentative, and the latter’s demands in 
the way of tryout with and without 
salary, and cuts in salary; his demands 


in revision of act before offering it to 
bookers for time, and the loss of time 
necessary to obtain agreeable bookings 
at a salary equitable to burlesque, after 
the taking out of agent’s commission, 
railway transportation transfer of 
baggage and scenery on snplit-week time, 
with its attendant sleepers and diners; 
then the breaks in booking and long 
jumps, hours spent in dressing room in 
mixeup, where the policy called for three 
or more shows daily; the loss of the 
habitual evening dinners, and last, but 
far from being least, the loneliness of 
it all among strangers week after week. 
Steppe, a typical Hebrew, doing a 
natural comedy crepe-face characteriza- 
tion, found it a handicap in many in- 
stancese when the powers that be hap- 
pened to be Hebrews who objected to 
his characterization while commending 
his talent and ability as a comedian 


Several seasons ‘n vaudeville, under its 
ever chancing conditions, supplemented 
by an exceptionally lucrative offer from 
I. H. Herk to Steppe to head his own 
show on the Mutual Circuit and an 
equally lucrative offer from Joe Catalano 
to Lola Pierce to become the featured 
fem in Catalano’s Red Hots on the 
Mutual Circuit brought them both back 
to burlesque. 

Later interviews with other craduates 
from burlesque into vaudeville and musi- 
cal comedy who made recent comebacks 
into burlesque brought forth somewhat 
similar opinions 


Burlesque, with everything furnished 
for an entire season but actual talent 
and ability, with its privilege of draw- 
ing money in advance, its two weeks only 


rehearsals, with little or no chance in 


the presentation «11 season, its congenial 
companionship week after week for an 
entire season, has something to offer 


performers that vaudeville lacks, there- 
fore the comeback. 

Grinted that it is not always congenial 
companionship in a company, an appeal 
to I. H. Herk for transfer into another 
company is always in order and usually 
granted. 


Interviewing the rank and file of 
players as to why they continue in bur- 
lesque, and their attitude to conditions 
past and present, was somewhat milar 
to interviewing company manager 

The rank and file were 
noncommittal, wher the 
gressive were opinionated. 

Be that as it may, their explana- 
tions, for the most part, were many, 
varied, interesting and instructive.

season. More than a score of rides, 
ranging from the thrilliest thriller to 
the milder flat rides, greet pleasure 
seekers. Several intriguing shows are 
interspersed among the other attrac- 
tions; there are half a dozen laugh- 
making funhouses, and the concessions 
include games’that suit every taste. For 
those “home folks’ who like to bring 
along the whole family for a day's out- 
ing there are the spacious picnic 
grounds, where beneath the shade of 
giant trees ample accommodations for 
thousands of picnickers’ are provided. 
That these facilities are appreciated is 
attested by the fact that two or more 
picnics are booked for practically every 
day of the park season. 

Comprising nearly 150 acres, the park 
grounds are ideally laid out, with ample 
scope for picturesque landscaping. Op- 
portunities have not been neglected. 
Hard-surfaced roads wind a serpentine 
course thru the grounds. Interspersed 
among the attractions lining either side 
are beds of flowering plants and borders 
of attractive shrubbery, with here and 
there giant elms’ spreading their 
branches over the walks. A. A. Cleary, 
Superintendent of the park, has the 
landscaping in charge and it is his 
especial pride that the shrubbery and 
flowers are kept at their best at all 
times. To accomplish this a force of 
gardeners is constantly at work. 

While verview has an exceptionally 
large number of standard attractions, 
these alone are not relied upon to at- 
tract the public. Many special features 
are arranged during the season. For 
several years a free-ticket scheme has 
been in effect and has proved extremely 
successful. It is used most extensively 
during the earlier part of the season 
when stimulation oL attendance is likely 
to be most needed.

being featured, and from August 10 to 
September 15 the annual mardi gras 
will be held. 


Riverview is fortunate this season in 


possessing several meritorious’ side 
shows. A new show, owned by Lew 
Dufour, is attracting considerable at- 


tention and getting the money. It is 
called “The Unborn” and depicts in an 
interesting manner the development of 
life. Human, animal and insect speci- 
mens are shown. E. J. Reicher, man- 
ager of the show, gives quite an inter- 
esting and instructive lecture. The show 
is neatly framed in black and white, 
with attractive explanatory cards ac- 
companying each exhibit. 


Three shows are owned and operated 
by A. Kustan, who has had shows at 
the park for several years. The No. 1 
show, occupying a prominent spot on 
the main midway, has an array of at- 
tractions that compares favorbly with 
any similar show. The front has a mag- 
nificent banner line that makes a won- 
derful ballyhoo. In the show are Mr. 
and Mrs. C. L. Townsend, mental 
marvels; Victor Basil, vegetable king, 
who transforms “spuds” into beautiful 
flowers; Anna-John Budd; Sealo, the 
seal boy; Flossie LaBlanche, strong 
woman; Hadji Lessik, gun _ spinner. 
Talkers on the show are Doc Belmont 
and R. W. Smith. Harry Dunsee is in- 
side lecturer and Jack David is on 
tickets. 

No. 2 show is “Serpentina”, for manv 
years a standard and popular side-show 
attraction. John Metz is manager. No. 
3 show is William Kemp, the whittling 
king, who does marvelous carving with 
a pocket knife. 

Rides in the park cover an amazing 
range. For the little tots there is Kid- 
dieland with a half score of miniature 
rides that include Circle Swing, Ferris 
Wheel, Merry-Go-Round and others suit- 
able for children too small to be allowed 
on the larger rides. Of the large rides 
one of the most popular is the old 
familiar Chutes, which gives patrons a 
thrilling ride down the long, high chute 
into the lake. The Mill on the Floss, 
with its long, cool water ride thru scenic 
tunnels, also is a favorite, and among 
the “thrillers” are the Bobs, Jackrabbit, 
Pippin, Skyrocket, Greyhound and Derby 
Racer.

if it was left in a bad state.

Outdoor Observations | 


The 1929 outdoor season got under way 
with very few complaints coming in 
about grift shows. 


Acverse newspaper writeups also were 
few and far between during the first 
several weeks 

It was beginning to look as tho the 
troublesome outlaw shows had got wise 
to themselves and decided to conduct 
themselves along creditable lines. 


But it was too good to be true. 

Last week brought a veritable ava- 
lanche of letters from decent show own- 
ers, city authorities and carnival follow- 
ers generally, protesting about this and 
that outfit’s tactics and conduct. 

Newspaper clippings—stories of shows 
being closed, grifters arrested, fines im- 
posed, etc., and editorials crying out 
that the carnival must go—again are 
being received in quantities. 


Billick’s Gold Medal Shows not only 
had their games closed, in addition to 
other trouble, in Marshalltown, Ia., but 
the sheriff of that town wired to the 
authorities of the show’s next stand and 
tipped them off to the nature of the 
outfit. 


This practice of “passing the word 
along” is getting more prevalent right 
along. 


Grift shows are bringing it upon them- 
selves. 

Column after column of very unfavor- 
able publicity was caused by the Gold 
Medal Shows in Marshalltown. 

And one of those disgusting “rat eat- 
ing” shows played a large part in it, 


The Alamo Exposition Shows takes 
pride, it seems, in how much it is able 
to get away with down in Texas. 

As a consequence, carnivals in gener- 
al are not very highly regarded in many 
parts of Texas. 

How does the Alamo bunch get away 
with it? 

Politics, so it is said. 


If one rotten apple is capable of spoil- 
ing a whole barrel of aqood ones, what 
will half a dozen rotten carnivals do to 
the carnival business? 


Churches and pastors in Indianapolis 
have lined up with the local press in a 
campaign against carnivals, following an 
engagement there of the Dehnert Exposi- 
tion Shows. 

Indianapolis Daily News carried a big 
article as the firing gun 

A #100 daily license is in effect now, 
and the mayor has given instructions to 
see that nobody evades payment. 


When the word went around, earlier 
in the season, that William Glick was 
“running a Sunday School” this year, 
some of the credulous interpreted the 
report as a sure sign that the general 
turning point had come. 

But read this, quoted from The Sun, 
of Williamsport, Pa., anent the Bernardi 
Greater Shows’ engagement in that city: 

“This is the first carnival, with the 
exception of the Johnny J. Jones Show, 
that has been allowed within the city 
since the young people of the city Sun- 
Gay schools filed large petitions with 
council seven years ago objecting to car- 
nivals in Williamsport. Mayor Ames an- 
nounced today that it was the last car- 
nival which he will vote to admit, 
regardless of excuse or representation.” 


Get that last phrase—‘“the last carnival 
which he will vote to admit, regardless 
of excuse or representation.” 

The good shows must suffer for the 
transgressions of the bad ones.

A new wrinkle is gaining popularity 
among catering concessionaires, ride 
operators and others who own their 
equipment and have it booked on shows 
that resort to grift. 

These people, angered at the damage 
done to their patronage by the gaff and 
other hold-up joints, are going to the 
local authorities and tipping them off to 
the rackets. 

Several shows already have had all 
their concessions closed as a result. 


The legitimate concessionaire who 
squeals on a low-down grifter merely is 
using tactics for self-preservation against 
an “eremy” who is engaged in general 
destruction. 


The shows doing the best business and 
getting along most happily, according to 
reports coming in regularly, are the prop- 
erly conducted ones and those using the 
pay gate. 

One carnival manager says: 
is all right with us. No wheels and no 
gerift. No crooked flat joint workers. but 
many come around every week wanting 
to put this and that on. With no grift 
and only a few game concessions, we 
have had several stands this season that 
were more profitable for us than some 
of the fairs last year.” 


“Business 


How many carnival owners and man- 


agers will be willing to sign a pledge 
against grift and any and all features 
that may bring disrepute to carnival 
business? 

How many will guarantee that their 
shows will keep such a pledge? 

The Billboard—and some thousands of 
others—would like to know just who is 
sincere in these efforts to save carnival 
business from ruination. 

Names of those signing the pledge will 
be duly published from week to week. 

The signatures—and the intentions im- 
Plied thereby—will be accepted in good 
faith in every case. 

The minute a show, after signing the 
pledge, becomes involved in grift or other 
trouble, and investigation proves the car- 
nival to be at fault, the show’s name 
will be taken out of the “no grift” list 
and the reasons for so doing will be 
published. 


The foregoing is just a rough sugges- 
tion. 

Several of the more prominent carnival 
owners, to whom it has been presented, 
expressed themselves heartily in favor of 
it.

The pay gate has proved its practicabil- 


y. 

Its possibilities for legitimate revenue 
has eliminated all excuse for any type of 
showing resorting to undesirable prac- 
tices at any time of the season. 

The carnival that does not frame itself 
s0 as to take advantage of the pay-gate 
idea, and tolerates grift instead, does not 
come under the head of legitimate shows 
and therefore is not entitled to consider- 
ation and protection. 


Grift is not a legitimate business any 
more than bootlegging is. 

Those who deliberately choose to en- 
gage in grift as a means of livelihood 
must be prepared to suffer the same con- 
sequences that befall bootleagers.

chatted with my host till long after the 
stars were out and the countryside was 
wrapped in slumber.

Harry C. L. Fry, sheetwriter; B. C. Bur- 
ton, noveltics, and N. W. Waid, Funhouse 
and concessions. They all gave the 
widow a great welcome. Who wouldn't? 
At Alta Vista, Va., I met Harry L. Hills- 
mar, manager of Hi!lsmar’s department 
store. He formerly had a dog and pony 
show on a carnival, also a lunchstand 
at Ocean View. He says the latchstring 
is out to any of the boys coming his 
way. I am going to work Roanoke with 
my lodge emblems for a little while. 
I think I am the only one who ever got 
a free reader in this town. How come? 
First the officials would not grant me 
the permit. So I said to them, ‘Aw, 
now, you nice gentlemen wouldn't want 
me to say, when I get back South, that 
the Virginians threw the Widow Rollins 
down, would you? My word, of course 
you wouldn't.” And they didn’t. So I 
won out. Gretna, Va., was another town 
I made en route to Roanoke. At Gretna 
I was told to look out for the chief of 
police, that he ran everyone out, even 
the Salvation Army. Meeting the chief, 
said I: ‘How're chances for the widow to 
do a little selling?’

paign for jurisdiction over players in 

the studios. 

Aside from the governmental assist- 
amce lent the Equity drive develop- 
ments in the East center around the 
eo-operation that is being given Equity 
by the RCA Gramercy Studio in the 
production of shorts and the American 
Sound studios, independent, which an- 
nounced today that in the making of 
talkies with Adolphe Menjou all-Equity 
casts will be used. 

The RCA plant, a part of the gigantic 
radio organization, controlling radio 
pictures, RKO Corporation and circuit 
and other big theatrical enterprises, is 
submitting casts to Equity before sign- 
ing up people for pictures, it is re- 
ported. The attitude, it was said. is that 
the studio does not desire to get any 
Equity members into trouble by signing 
them up without first checking up with 
their organization. In this way the 
studio is proceeding with production 
without having people pulled out after 
being signed as is being done at other 
plants where shorts are being made. 


According to an Equity source, this is 
the only studio in the East thus co- 
operating with the organization. This 
morning Equity received a letter ad- 
dressed to Dullzell from Edwin Earl 
Smith, of the American Sound Record- 
ing Corporation, with enclosure of a 
copy of a lengthy telegram to William 
Randolph Hearst pointing out that Men- 
jou was to make talking pictures there 
and would use all Equity casts. The 
telegram also called upon Hearst, trust 
fighter. to lend his assistance in fighting 
the picture interests thru the columns 
of his newspapers, decrying the fact that 
Menjou was recently let out. 


Equity Tightens Grip 


HOLLYWOOD, July 15—In order to 
further tighten its grip on the situation 
in the battle for uniform conditions in the 
film studios, Equity has amplified its 
Order of June 28, prohibiting members 
from sppearing as extras or atmosphere 
ir sound pictures, by making this edict 
apply also to silent films. As a result, no 
Equity member who did not sign a film 
contract before June 5 is permitted to 
set foot on any set or location or take 
part in any class of film work. 


Th's order is believed to have been 
brought about by the possibility that 
producers mizht make silent pictures now 
and add sound after the present fight is 
over 

Other important developments in the 
Equity camp are expected shortly, fol- 
lowing the arrival from the East of Paul 
N. Turner, Equity’s counsel. Meanwhile 
the propress being made is largely under 
cover 


Equity Meets in Stadium 


With every meeting held by Equity 
growing larger, and with the third gath- 
ering place likely to be too small for the 
next meeting, the Hollywood Bowl looms 
up as the scene for future sessions. The 
American Legion Stadium in Hollywood, 
seating 4,800, was well filled by the time 
Frank Gillmore took the chair to open 
the meeting last Wednesday night. 

It was conservatively estimated that 
4,000 persons attended. 

Frank Gillmore called the meeting 
to order. A wire from Richard Bennett 
was read, the substance of it being that 
Equity’s fight was for a just cause as 
in the instance of 1919. 

A letter from Mary Alden was received 

with a generous response from the audi- 
ence. 
An open letter, which appeared in The 
Bshington State Labor News of June 
was read. The letter was sent by the 
Putral Labor Council of Seattle thru 
its secretary, C. W. Doyle, to Clara Bow, 
and dealt with the statement which she 
is alleged to have made with reference 
to Equity. A reply was asked of Miss 
Bow as to whether or not she made the 
statements in question, the inference 
being that her remarks were a decided 
slap at organized labor as a whole. It 
was mentioned that regardless of her 
success in pictures her place was with 
her fellow wage-earners, not with the 
producer. She is being given a reason- 
able period in which to answer the letter 
and, if she fails toe make a reply, action 
will be taken by that body of trade 
unionists to bring ebout pressure to 
affect the patronage of the Bow pictures 
by friends of labor thruout the United 
States 

Gillmore then introduced a number 
of what he called “shock troops”, mem- 
bers of Chorus Equity, who left their 
work in the studios to carry on the 
fight. As these boys and girls stood up

they were greeted with cheers and ap- 
plause which almost rocked the building. 


Productions Affected 


According to reports given out by 
Equity officials, the following produc- 
tions are affected thru the order of the 
organization, which has a 15-day option 
clause in its contract, which the studio 
must give in writing to the choristers 
should the studio desire to dispense with 
or to continue their services. Warner 
Brothers’ Show of Shows, shy 36 choris- 
ters; First National's Sally and Paris, 
affected by an absence of 18 (Paris is 
completed, according to reports, but on 
the retakes there will be none of those 
who walked out reporting for work un- 
less something is settled); Paramount’s 
Illusion, affected to the extent of nine 
chorus people leaving. 

It is said that the 15-day optional 
clause will affect some 125 members of 
Chorus Equity within a short time. Ac- 
cording to figures, there are 450 mem- 
bers of Chorus Equity in the picture 
colony subject to call from their officers 
should the situation become acute. It 
is known that the Warner bus, which 
leaves Warner Bros.’ Theater studio for 
the main plant at 8 a.m. with girls to 
work in the pictures, did not depart 
until wel] after 1 p.m. the other day, 
due to the absence of some of the girls 
who are said to be a part of the Larry 
Ceballos Girls. 

According to information, Rio Rita, 
being made by RKO, will not be affected 
owing to the contracts in force. 


A letter was read from a member of 
Equity in which the suggestion was 
made that every Equity member should 
try to enroll one new member and that 
in no time production could be stopped 
in all of the studios. 

Word was received from Monte Blue 
stating that his many friends in the pro- 
fession had made his position among 
them a most unpleasant one due to the 
statements which were credited to him 
by various local newspapers. He said 
that if the papers had used all of his 
statements the story would have been 
entirely different, but that, with only 
portions printed, his attitude toward 
Equity would appear antagonistfc. 


Two Members Reinstated 


At the last meeting Gillmore said that 
among those suspended for cause by 
Equity were Gloria Grey and Jules 
Cowles. Last night it was announced 
that further investigation brought about 
the reinstatement of those two mem- 
bers of Equity. This announcement was 


roundly applauded, just as the further 
mention of suspensions was hissed. Ada- 
ditional names of those suspended are 
Tully Marshall, Raymond Hatton and 
Anders Randolph. Other suspensions 
were Louise Dresser, 
Anton Vaverka, for not answering 
Equity’s request that they appear before 
it and explain their position regarding 
certain contracts and answer charges 
made. 

Gillmore called attention that Equity’s 
present situation is one which is un- 
paralleled in the history of labor and 
that all over the world their fellow 
players and associates are watching the 
actions of the actor in this crisis. He 
told of the fight being conducted for a 
principle, and before introducing the 
speakers of the evening word was 
brought to him which he read to the 
gathering that Burton King, the direc- 
tor-producer, who was in the audience, 
was about to start a 100 per cent Equity 
talking picture. The cheering became 
so great and the calls for the director 
so persistent that he was obliged to 
stand up and acknowledge the tribute 
paid him. 

Julian Eltinge, who was to have been 
a speaker at this session, was unable to 
appear because he was injured in an 
automobile accident early in the week. 
The chairman announced that Eltinge 
would address the meeting later. 


Claude Gillingwater urged the actors 
to be patient and above all things re- 
main in good standing with their organi- 
zation. He touched upon his associa- 
tion with Equity and said that as long 
as he lived he would abide by its dictates 
in the future as he had done in the past. 


Mae Murray Cheered 


The next speaker was Mae Murray, 
whom J. W. Bussell, of the Los Angeles 
Central Labor Council, later compli- 
mented by saying that in all his expe- 
rience, he believed, Miss Murray had 
made the best labor speech it was his 
good fortune to hear. Miss Murray said 
that she was known among the produc- 
ers and the film industry as a trouble- 
maker in the studios. In a few well- 
«chosen words said that she hoped the 
present situation would not develop in- 
to a war, because all wars brought waste 
and waste made want. She felt that if 
both sides got together everything would 
right itself and both the producer and 
the actor would reap the benefits. She 
resumed her seat amid much cheering 
and applause. 

Frank Sheridan spoke of attending a 
labor meeting at which he mentioned

The size 
Will be made larger if later conditions 
warrant Distribution of the Equity 
paper now is being made from house to 
house, free of charge, so the public may 
get an idea of the Equity side.

Enrolling Type Players 


In making a survey of what is really 
being accomplished within Equity’s 
ranks it was found that every commit- 
tee was securing results. New commit- 
tees are being organized and within the 
week both Actors’ Equity and Chorus 
Equity will be operating on a war-time 
strength with all branches and units 
functioning from those on the council to 
the little «horus girls who are on field 
information work. 

A visit to the Highland avenue head- 
quarters revealed a steady stream of 
players passing in and out of the build- 
ing, all with some mission, some seeking 
relief, others carrying on in their va- 
rious capacities. There has been con- 
siderable talk along the boulevards that 
with Equity in the studios conditions 
would not be favorable for the extras. 
It has not been made understandable 
to many of the extra people that Equity 
in the studios will aid them also. It 
is gradually being made clear to extras 
that they have a place within Equity’s 
ranks and are eligible to membership. 
About 90 per cent of the Spanish play- 
ers, those who play the Spanish-speaking 
parts and bits in the films, are enrolled 
in Equity. These types, the atmosphere 
people and others of a like nature, are 
represented in Equity to the extent of 
about 20 per cent of the available num- 
ber for work in pictures. The majority 
of this type of extra does not seek work 
in the studios, but is usually sought 
after by the representatives of the va- 
rious studios. Various other classes of 
type players are coming into Equity in 
steady numbers 


More Signing Equity Contract 


To Richard Tucker goes the distinc- 
tion of having the first contract under 
the Equity Shop basis. He signed a con- 
tract with Nat Levine, of Mascot Films 
The all-Equity-cast clause in this par- 
ticular instance was set aside because of 
the production being started previous 
to June 6 and the other players being 


already signed under the standard form 
of contract. 

Francis X. Bushman is said to have 
signed the first contract for an all- 
Equity-cast film production with Frank 
o’Connor, of Pickwick Films. Other 
names will be signed to contracts for the 
same production within a few days, it 
is said. 

It was announced at a recent Equity 
meeting that Burton King will make his 
next picture with an all-Equity cast. 

Among other independent producers 
who have expressed themselves in favor 
of Equity are Mutual Productions, Mas- 
cot Productions, Richard Thomas, Frank 
O’Connor, John Tansey, Melody Produc- 
tions, N. Y., and Pat Powers, 

According to reports, Jack Cooper was 
signed by Frank Doncvan, of Mutual 
Films, for a series of six all-Equity all- 
talking two-reelers. 

A story making the rounds of Holly- 
wood is to the effect that M-G-M is 
willing to sign Equity contracts and is 
willing to talk matters over with any 
group of actors but it will have nothing 
to do with Equity. This is looked upon 
as an indication that there is nothing 
really objectionable to Equity’s demands 
other than dealing with the actors as 4 
unit. In other words, M-G-M objects to 
collective bargaining on the part of the 
actors. It is not clearly understood why 
M-G-M should be willing to talk busi- 
ness with a “group of players” when the 
Academy of Motion Picture Arts and 
Sciences has an actor section already and 
the present standard form of contract is 
said to have been executed by that 
branch of the Academy. The actors’ 
branch of the Academy is still thought 
to be functioning, so the talk of M-G-M 
willing to meet any group of actors is 
looked upon as “something wrong in 
Denmark.”

KINSTON, N. C., July 13—Bennie 
Smith, known wherever carnivals play, 
is to receive a gold medal from the busi- 
ness and civic organizations of this city 
in recognition of his 18 years as 
“Kinston's advertising agent.”

“Millions,” he says, “have 
heard my spiel about the old home 
town.”
